THE LUMBER COMBINE 

Last week a number of very worthy 
and capable Alberta business men 
met in Calgary as the Alberta branch 
of the Western Lumber Dealers As- 
sociation. They met to discuss mat- 
ters of mutual interest in connectic.n 
with their trade. They are men who 
sell the product of the British Colum- 
bia mills along the Calgary and Ed- 
monton line. It was at least striking, 
not to say peculiar, that there should 
have been such a goed turn out of 
these local dealers. It is not often 
that the competitive members of any 
calling come together so unsnimously. 
From comments regarding the purpose 
of the meeting since appearing in the 
Calgary Herald and Regina Leader, 
one is apt to conclude that the dealer 
were rather agents than dealers, and 
not free agents either. That in fact 
they went to take orders rather than 
make decisions. 

The Cagary Herald speaking of 
the Lumber Association says : 

“This association includes all the 
saw mill owners in the North-West 
As an example of a genuine trust this 
lumber combine is about the worst we 
have. The association controls the 
entire lumber business of the country. 
It rales every. individual town and 
decides how many lumber yards each 
shall have. And the association will 
not allow any of its members to sell 
lumber to anyone else thau_ those 
allowed to do business.” 


The Regina Leader speaking of the 
Herald comment says : 


“The Herald’s information about 
the lumber trust and its modus 
operandi is, we believe, only too true, 
and the comment made, 1f it errs at 
a}l, is on the side of moderation.” 


The Winnipeg Commercial says : 


“A new wholesale list for white 
pine luwber at Winnipeg is now in 
process of printing which will- show 
advauces of fiom $1 to $5 per thous- 
and and fiuishing and selects $5. This 
advance will be general throughout 
the west so far as Canadian mil] 
prices are concerned.” 

The Leader concludes its comment 
as follows :
